Shop neer the Ob Kiver, about 1,200 feet north of the Trua 
Plant, and four other sactions a little farther to the north 
east. 


3. Work force: Kight hundred Soviets in the day shift and five 
hundred Soviets in each of the two night shifts. hishty per- 
cent of cvhe workers were women and children, the youngest 


being twelve or thirteen years old. 
4. Production:

All 
the parts except tubes were manufactured in the plant.
